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HISTORY OP THE OFFICES OF THE SECRETARIES OF STATE. 



Tbe earliest mention of a Secretary to The Sovereign occurs in the 37 th year 
of the reign of Henry the Third, 1253. 

There was only one Principal Secretary of btate until tbe 30th year of 1 lie \ e\^n 
of Henry the £ighth» 1539, when the number was increased to two, both being of 
equal rank and authority. 

Upun the union with Scotland, in the 6th year of tiie reign of Qat. n Anne, 
1708, a third Principal Secretary of State was added, viz.: one for Scotch Affairs, 
which appointment ceased in January, 1746. 

In tbe 8th year of the reign of George the Third, 17()S, January a TriDcipal 
Secretary of State for tbe Auierican or Colonial Depai'tment was added, which 
appointment was abolished in 1782. 

When only two Principal Secretaries of State existed, there was— - 

One for the Northern Department, or Province, which incUub d the Low 
Countries, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Russia, &c., ^c, &c. 

One for the Southern Department, or Province, which included France, 
Switzerland, Italy, Spain, Portugal, and Turkey, &c., &c., &c. 

In tbe year 1782, March 27, the terms "Northern" and ** Southern" were dis- 
contuiued ; tbe duties being divided into Home" and " Foreign." — The affairs of 
Ireland and the Colonies devolved upon the elder of these two Secretaries. 

In the year 1794, July 17, a Principal Secretary of State for War was 
appointed ; and to him the business of the Colonies (which was carried on at the 
Home Department) was transferred in tbe year 1801, March 17. 

In the year 1854, June 12, a Fourth Principal Secretary of State was appointed, 
when tbe business of the War and Colonies was divided.

Act 17, annexed to the Treaty of Vienna, of June 9, 1816. 

In ordrr to pn vtiit the inconvenier'-' i which have frequently occuiTcd, and which might a^ain arise, from claLin 
of prticedence among airU rcnt Diplomatic Agents, tlM FlenipoteotSaries of the P<mer» wbo signed tbe Treaty of Pari* 
bave agreed on the following Articles, and Ihey think it toeir duty to invite the Plenipotentiaries of other Crowned 
Head* to adopt the same reguiation 

AKTtcLB I.— Diplomatic Agenta are divided into three classes :— That of Ambassadors. legates, or Nundos; 
that of Envoys, Ministers, or other pexsoDS accredited to Sovereigns: that of Charges d'AlTaires accredited to Ministers 
for foreign AiTairs. 

II. Ambassadora, Legatee, or Nuncios, only, have the representative character. 

III. Diplomatic Agents on an extraordinary misaion have not, on that account, any superiority of rank. 

TV. Diplomatic Agents shall talM precedence in their respective classes, according to the date of the official noti* 
ilcation of their arrival. The present Regulation shall not cause any innovation with regard to the lUpresentattves 

oftlie Popp. 

V. A uniform mode shall be d£rt«nntned in each State for the reception of Diplomatic Agents of each clasa. 

TI. Relations of consanguinity, or of family alliance between Courts, confer no precedence on their Diplomatic 
Agents. The same mlp also 3pplic$ to pnliticr.! alliances. 

Tli. in Acts or Treaties between several Powers winch grant altetnale precedence, the order which Is to be 
etwetred in the signatures shall be decided by lot between the Ministers. 



The present Regulation is inserted in the Protocol of the Plenipotentiaries of the Eight Powers who signed the 
Treaty ofPatis at their sitting of the lyth March, 1815.

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REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSPORTS. 



1. — Applications for Foreign Office Passports must be made in writing ; and 
addressed to Her Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, with the word 

"Passport" written upon the cover. 

2. — The fee on the issne of a Passport is 7s. 6d. 

3. — Foreign Office Passports are granted only to British-born subjects, or to 
lonians, or to such foreigners as have become naturalized either by Act of Parlia- 
ment, or by a Certificate of Naturalization granted by the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department. When the party is a " Naturalized British aubject," ho will be 
?o designated in his Passport ; and if his Certificate of Naturalization be dated sub- 
seqLi<_ ntly to the 24th of August, ISoO. his Passport will be mnrked as crood for one 
year only; but tliis regulation will not preclude any person whom it aflects from 
obtaining, at any future periods, on his producing his old Passport, a frcoh Paasport 
for a further limited period of one year, without being required to pay a fresh fee. 

4. — ^Passports are issued between the hours of twelve and four, on the day fol- 
low inp^ that on which the application for the Passport has been reoeived at the 
foreign Oliice. 

5. — ^Passports are granted to persons who are either known to the Secretary of 
State or recommended to him by some person who is known to him, or upon the 
application of any Batiking Firm established in London or in any other part of the 
United Kingdom. 

6. ' — Passports cannot be sent by the Foreign Office to a person already abroad: 
such person should apply to the nearest British Mission or Conaulate. 

7. — Foreign Office Passports must be countersigned at the Mission in London, 
or at some Consulate in the United Kingdom, of the Government oi' the country 
which the bearer of the Passport intends to visit* 

8. — ^A Foreign Office Passport granted for one journey to a British-bom sub- 
ject, or to an Toninn, or to a " Naturalized British subject," whose Certificate of 
Naturalization is dat. d previously to AuLnist 24, 18o0, mny be used for any subse- 
quent joui'uey, if counUrsigmd afresh by the Ministers or Consuls of the countries 
which the bearer intends to visit j but a Passport granted lor one journey to a 
" Naturalized British subject,'* whose Certificate is dated subsequently to the 24th 
of August, 1850, can only be used for a subsequent journey undertaken within the 
period for which the Passport lias been originally granted.
